Garner Says Treasury "Ex- 


tremely Liberal" in Its 


Refund Policy 


Washington — C/P) — Sizeable con- 


tributions to the 
1930 Republican 


campaign fund were linked with tax 
refunds of more than 
?100,000,000 


by Representative Garner of Texas, 
Democratic leader, in a statement 
yesterday in which he said the 17 
donors of $10,000 had all been bene- 
ficiaries of the "extremely liberal" 
treasury policy on refunds. 


"It may be a mere coincidence," 


he said, "but I attach considerable 
significance to the fact." 


From the list of those contribut- 


ing ?5,000 to the Republican chest, 
Garner selected the names of a doz- 
en who had received tax refunds 
either personally or through corpor- 
ations In which they had interest 
during the past four jears. For the 
two groups he said such refunds 
amounted to at least $100,000,000 for 
the period. 


Garner linked with this situation 


the appointment of Robert H. 1/ucas, 
former commissioner of internal re- 
venue, as executive director of the 
Republican National committee. 


"It was this bureau over which 


Mr. Lucas presided," he said, "that 
handled these refunds, credits and 
abatements." 


Referring to his unsuccessful ef- 


fort at the last session of congress 
to obtain an investigation of the 
treasury for Its refund policy, par- 
ticularly its failure to seek a court 
decision m the United * States Steel 
corporation case, Garner said with- 
out through investigation it 
was 


impossible to ascertain the full bene- 
fits derived by these contributors 
through "this hesitancy on the part 
of the treasury to secure court de- 
cisions on all inaaor claims " 


Garner said all 
contributors of 


510,000 were fiom New Tork city, -or 
Cleveland and Canton, Ohio. The 
same, he said, was true of the 55,000 
donors -with the exception of Theo- 
dore Gary, of Missouri.

ments Have Not Employed 
Heavy Taxation 


Madison —W)—"Wisconsin's indus- 


trial development has never been 
stunted by burdensome taxation, ac- 
cording to a survey conducted by the 
Bureau of Economic and" Business 
Research at the University of Wis- 
consin. 


"tSatements repeatedly made that 


Wisconsin governments have been 
relatively reckless and extravagant 
in their expenditures are demonstrat- 
ed to be without foundation," the bu- 
reau said. "The notion that Wiscon- 
sin is putting crushing burdens up- 
on industryt all out of proportion to 
those placed upon it in other states, 
appears to be another myth." 


The study, made under the direc- 


tion of George Leffler of the econom- 
ios department, showed that taxes 
are lower per capita in Wisconsin 
than in many other states and that 
the bonded debt, both local and state, 
is less than in these states. 


Thirteen tests of industrial develop- 


ment were applied to Wisconsin, six 
competing states and the entire Unit- 
ed States for the period 1922-1929. In 
six of the tests "Wisconsin ranked 
above New York, Ohio, Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Michigan and Minnesota. "Wis- 
consin also had the highest rank in 
a combination of all, the bureau said. 


According to 'a table prepared by 


the bureau, "Wisconsin ranked high- 
est in relative increase in net income 
of manufacturing corporations dur- 
ing the period. First ranking was 
al&o enjoyed in relative increase 
in 


•value of manufactured products, in 
the increase in net income of all cor- 
porations, in the increase in building 
and loan association assets, in the 
increase in the number of workers 
in manufacturing and in the increase 
in wages paid in manufacturing. 


From 1923 to 3.927 the value of 


Wisconsin's manufactured products 
increased $257,000,000, or 15 per cent, 
putting only California ahead of "Wis- 
consin in growth of manufacturing. 
"\Vhile manufactures in the United 
States as a whole increased 4.08 per 
cent during the period, "Wisconsin 
contributed 10.5 per cent of the to- 
tal increase and exceeded every com- 
peting state an comparative growth 
and every one of the 15 leading man- 
ufacturing states except California, 
North Carolina and Texas.

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HOW WET SENTIMENT GROWS 


The New York Republican state 


convention incorporated in its platform' 
a plank calling for the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. It was fore- 
seen months ago that this is what 
would take place. The vote on it was 
nearly three to one. The proposal was 
not even debated. The pla^orm was 
written to meet the exact views of 
Charles H. Tuttle, the nominee for gov- 
ernor. Mr. Tuttle had recently re- 
signed 
as United States 
di strict _ 


attorney for New York, a posi- 
tion which required of him 
the 


attempted enforcement of prohibition. 
Accompanying his resignation he gave 
out a public declaration of his belief 
that prohibition was a failure and could 
not be successfully applied. 


The plank in the New York Repub- 


lican platform calling for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment illustrates a 
point we made recently with regard to 
prohibition as a political issue. Mr. 
Tuttle and the Republican convention 
declared for repeal because they real- 
ized that public sentiment in New York 
state was overwhelmingly for repeal 
and because it would be folly to make 
an issue of the question with the wet 
stand of the Democratic party. Had 
they been contemplating this question 
In Kansas or in Michigan, or in any 
one of many states that could be men- / 


^ 
) 
tioned, there would haveteen no repeal ( 
plank~in the platform and no wet can-/ 
didate for governor. 
'" 


In Michigan the Democrats have 


gotten as far as to ask for a referen- 
dum on. prohibition. But even there 
they do not dare to come out openly 
for repeal. The same process will go 
on throughout the union. When 'a 
state is or becomes wet, candidates for 
governor and United States 
senator 


will follow the crowd. Mrs. McCor- 
and Senator Walsh in Montana. Mr. 
Morrow has discarded repeal in his 
campaign for the senatorship because 
prohibition is no longer an issue 
in New Jersey. This is the bet- 
ter way. In few of these states 
will high public officials be elect- 
ed because of their views on prohibi- 
tion. Prohibition will really not be an 
Issue, nor will any president in our 
opinion ever be elected because he is a 


Nwet or a dry. The controversy is going 
to settle itself without involving the 
government in sham battles over mat- 
ters that are irrelevant to the great 
and real tests of qualifications for pub- 


- lie trust and service. 


STOPPING RUSSIA'S GRAIN 


GAMBLING 


The Chicago Board of Trade has act- 


ed on Soviet Russia's wheat gambling 
operations. A general resolution adopt- 
ed by the directorate of the board bars 
the Russian government as a short 
seller of grain hereafter. The board 
says in communicating its action to 
Secretary of Agriculture Hyde, that 
the practice was vicious and injurious 
to the American wheat grower and 
because of its "seriously objectionable 
character * * * must be brought to 
an end." The directorate goes even 
farther in declaring its opposition to 
bear raids and extensive short selling 
for the obvious purpose of depressing 
the market. 


This will settle the matter so far as 


Soviet Russia is concerned. She is 
barred from short selling in the grain 
markets of the United States. Her con- 
spiracy against the American farmer 
and the American government is thus 
promptly exposed and abiuptly termin- 
ated. It will also put an end for some 
time lo come to the movement for 
recognition 
supported

interests 
which 
expect to

concessions 
and 
trade 
in 


Russia and by some of our radi- 
cals whose sympathy tor the "noble 
experiment" in Russia is undisguised. 


We have learned by this time that 
recognition would not change one iota 
Russia's attitude or policies toward the 
United States, any more than it has al- 
tered them with respect to Great Brit- 
ain, Germany and France. 


From the moral point of view, whole- 


sale short selling of wheat by private 
interests to beat down the prices and 
serve the purpose of professional gamb- 
lers is no more to be condoned than 
short selling by the Russian or any 
other government. It seems strange 
that rules cannot be adopted or laws 
enacted that will stop this prac- 
tice, excluding of course short sell- 
ing for hedging, and protect the wheat 
grower against market manipulations 
that can have no effect other than to 
cause him loss. In fact, all of the pure- 
ly gambling on the Board of Trade is 
detrimental to the interests of the 
grain grower. 


HITLER'S PROGRAM 


Adolf Hitler is causing a commo- 


tion in. Germany and throughout Eu- 
rope. Head of the national Socialist 
party, the Fascists of Germany, he de- 
clares that he is out to remake the 
government of Germany. He wants 
to be another Mussolini or another 
Lenin. Although professing to despise 
communism, his methods are somewhat 
along' the line of the original bolshe- 
vists. He proposes to repudiate all in- 
ternational obligations of Germany 
which he considers unfair, including 
reparations, and to tear up the peace 
treaty of Versailles. His violent hat- 
red for the-republic is expressed in the 
declaration that guillotine awaits the 
men who made the German revolution 
in 1918 if his party ever gets into pow- 
er. 


These and other bombastic threats 


were made on the witness stand in the 
Leipsic supreme court where has was 
testifying in behalf of Fascists charged 
with high treason. He disclaims in- 
tention of overthrowing the govern- 
ment by force. He says he and his 
companions will adhere to the consti- 
tution until they are in power and then 
they will redraft the constitution to 
suit themselves. This he calls "or- 
derly revolution," In reality it is the 
institution of a dictatorship in which 
the people themselves have nothing to 
say. That is Mr. Hitler's real objec- 
tive, his real ambition. 


If he is a big enough man to com- 


mand public confidence or a sufficient- 
ly adroit imposter to deceive the peo- 
ple, he may get somewhere with his 
program. Germany is in a state of 
flux. It has not found -itself. It is 
torn between bitter factions. It is on 
the defensive although it is not, as 
Hitler charges, a victim of pacifism. 
A country in Germany's plight might 
be whipped into any state by spectac- 
ular appeal to nationalism. That is 
exactly what has made Mussolini su- 
preme in Italy and has suspended rep- 
resentative government indefinitely. 


Many Germans are truly skeptical 


of representative government. They 
have not been impressed by what it has 
produced in France and they know lit- 
tle of its workings'in America. They 
are more used to strongly centralized 
political institutions which depend for 
their existence upon fanning the flames 
of nationalism to white heat from time 
to time and never letting them cool. 
Germany may fall a prey to a bold ad- 
venturer with a program like that an- 
nounced by Hitler and Hitler may be 
that adventurer, though we doubt it. 
Time will have to determine this. 
There is one quality in the German 
people that stands in the way of this 
achievement. It is their inborn com- 
monsense and level-headedness, and 
what 
Emil 
Ludwig 'calls 
their 


love of order. They are not likely 
to be as wild in their excesses or as 
weak in their acquiescense as either 
the Italians or the French. The po-s 
tentialities of the situation lie in the 
worldwide unrest and readiness to de- 
nounce old and unsatisfactory political 
systems for something new, experi- 
mental, even eccentric

Intelligence can easily serve as 


lightning rods against the storms of 
apprehension with which we torture 
ourselves through our imaginations 
and bad control of our intelligences. 


Lightning, of course, Is dangerous. 


But our imaginations are even more 
dangerous. 


Lightning can be matfe ineffective 


b_- lightning rods and general insula- 
tion. There ig no insulation against 
thi imagination except the mmd. 
, In a lightning1 storm, .when we 
should most use our minds, we al- 
low our" Imaginations and 
jealous- 


ies where there should be none.

.electricity. Through his discovery 
much good has resulted and much 
progress has been made. 


We do not know yet what electric- 


ity is; we only know that electricity,

Device Brought Two Offi- 


cials Together on Number 
of Occasions

President Hoover and Secretary of 
State Stimson figuratively had their 
deads together during those tense 
momenta of the London naval • con- 
ference when the world powers were 
bartering away their men-of-war.

oceanic radiotelephone, that the chief 
executive and'the head of America's 
naval delegation discussed the inner- 
most secrets of that epochal. con- 
clave.

transatlantic 


radiotelephone linked the; president, 
at/his office In the, "White House, 
with Secretary- Stimsoh, somewhere 
in 'London. 


And Secretary Stimson, by remote 


control, so to speak, directed the ac- 
tivities of the state department, just 
as President. Hoover; had• an- ear at 
all the important sessions of the 
London- parley. Acting secretary of 
state Joseph P. Cotton was the Am- 
erican end of the "voice across the 
sea' when matters within the de- 
partment itself were discussed.

Use of the radiotelephone during 


the London conference was divulged 
today by William K. Vallance, .assis- 
tant solicitor of the state depart- 
ment.

Mr. Vallanee, the 
department's 


advisor in international communica- 
tions, told this writer that the radio- 
telephone-made possible the prompt 
and efficient handling of the London 
conference—and without.lost motion. 
If the radiotelephone had not been 
used, communication would have in- 
volved the careful preparation of a 
cablegram, couched in diplomatic 
language, then coded and 
finally 


transmitted. 
On the receiving end, 


the message would have to be decod- 
ed, and a reply just as cautiously 
framed, sent back. 


Mr. "Vallance believes the radiotele- 


pfio'ne will be used more and more in 
diplomatic communication 
anoT in 


general business across the seas. 
Transoceanic telephony now links 
practically all of Europe, mearly all 
of the South American nations, and 
the important countries of the Near 
East, as well as the yorth American 
continent. 


It is soon to span the Pacific, and 


in a few years the entire world will 
have intercommunication by means 
of the wireless telephone. 


Eadiotelephony, sajs Mr. Vallance, 


is just as confidential as wired 
modes of communication. It is hard 
to "tap" a radiotelephone circuit, he- 
cause of the high frequencies used.

A survey of a large part of Outa- 


gamie-co showed the acreage of alf- 
alfa reserved for seed to he very 
limited although a few farmers here 
and there have quite large fields. 
The preponderance of seed alfalfa is 
in certain parts of the towns "of 
Kaukauna, Buchanan, Grand Chute 
and Center. A few fields are In evi- 
dence in Dale, Ellington, Greenville, 
Hortonia and Cicero. The estimated 
total is SOO acres. 


The reasons for the acreage of 


alfalfa seed being low is that the 
total acreage of alfalfa 
In Outa- 


gamie-co is very low, perhaps not 
more than an average of one-half 
acre for each of the 3,000 herds In 
the county. 
That average should 


be one-half acre for "each cow In the 
county, or 15,000 acres. Most of the 
growers sowed a mixture of one- 
half alfalfa seed and one-half tim- 
othy which left the alfalfa in clus- 
ters here and there In the fields af- 
ter the timothy disappeared, and too 
thin on the ground to promise a 
crop of hay or seed worth the work 
of cutting. In cases where farmers 
sowed only a small proportion of 
timothy, the bare spots are fewer in 
the fields. Another reason for the 
small acreage of alfalfa seed is that 
farmers who had no sweet clover 
for pasture were compelled to turn 
their cattle into their alfalfa fields. 
Still another reason is that the 
yields of timothy hay were so light 
this summer on account of frost 
damage early in the growing season 
and th© drouth, that some of the 
small number of alfalfa 
growers 


were forced to use three cuttings of 
alfalfa for hay. 


No alfalfa grower can make a mis- 


take with his crops of alfalfa. The 
crop is great and serviceable for 
grazing, hay, and lor hog, poultry, 
and sheep feed, and seed and can 
be depended upon, when, all other 
pastures fail. 


A large quantity of the seed raised 


in Wisconsin this summer will be 
sold as "Wisconsin ^rown. seed after 
it has been inspected by " A. L. 
Stone, of the college of agriculture, 
through listing it In the pamphlet 
of the- experiment association. All 
that is necessary is to send samples 
to Mr.-Stone and if they are of good 
quality and reasonably free from 
the seed of noxious weeds, the seed 
will be listed in the pamphlet. 


Among the large growers of alf- 


alfa seed in Outagamie-co is Fred 
Doehl, Grand Chute, who has raised 
10 acres and is now harvesting his 
crop, Hia crop' is very promising 
and he says it is free from weed 
seed, as he pulled all the 
noxious 


weeds before they,went to^eed. Mr, 
±>oehl tried raising alfalfa seed the 
first time this fall.

stato alcohol monoply. 


This year's profit •nere estimated 


at $90,000,000, an increase of 25 per 


(cent over the previous year. But 
returns thus far indicate that there 
will be a deficit of around 40 per 
cent in this important item. 


Sales of alcohol for 
industrial 


purposes show a slight increase and 
the use of alcohol in motor fuels 
is about at the same level. The dif- 
ference, therefore, lies in the smal- 
ler consumption 
of schnaps 
and 


cordials. ' - 


Two mam cures are being con- 


sidered. One is to increase the per- 
centage of alcohol in motor fueds. 
It now stands at 25 to 75 per cent 
benzol. 


The' other remedy proposed is an 


increase in the price of distilled al- 
cohol. Business circles, however, 
say this will result in trimming the 
dog 'from the tail, as the present 
augmented price of $150 a hectolitre 
led to a reduction of one-fifth in the 
consumption of cordials in 1928.
